In re­ 
ply we in our innocence then supposed 
that the Board were seeking information 
in reference to the sanitary condition of 
the country above and bordering on our 
mill dam, and although 
we could not 
percciye 
what 
connection 
the 
authority under which our dam was 
constructed, its height, the number of times 
it has been raised, the land it overflows 
and the extent that private rights 
have 
been effected, has with the subject, we 
supposed they were investigating, i. e., the 
sanitary condition of the country border­ 
ing on our dam; still, we answered them 
fully on all points, and referred them to 
eminent physicians who had practiced in 
the territory complained of continually for 
over 
thirty 
years 
past, 
which 
we 
supposed would 
be satisfactory 
to 
prove 
our 
statements 
“that 
there has been no unusual sickness, the 
only question they were authorized to in­ 
vestigate; and we offered to furnish addi­ 
tional evidence if required, that our dam 
did not injuriously affect the health of the 
inhabitants living in the vicinity, and stat­ 
ed our belief that the whole proceeding 
was a drive at our dam by the swamp land 
owners above it, using the State Board of 
Health as a leverage; but on reception of 
a second letter from the Board, through 
their Secretary, (the answer to which he 
docs not publish,) which we quote; 
A p p leto n , Wis., June 21,187b. 
Messrs. X. ti. Green cf tion, Milford, I Vt*: 
G e n tle m e n —Thanking you for your 
courteous reply to my lormer communica­ 
tion, I write again to ask ii the opinion 
therein given, that but a small amount of 
overll iwage has been occasione.1 by the 
dam at Milford, and that no proprietary 
rights are affected thereby, is based upon 
any reliable surveys of the country by 
which its present condition may be com­ 
pared with its condition anterior to the 
construction ol the dam io question ; and, 
if so, if you will put this Board in posses­ 
sion of copies of such survery. 
If there has been no such survey, would 
it not be wise to have one made at this 
time by some competent engineer, to be 
mutually agreed upon ? 
It would seem to us that, if the lad can 
bo shown, as you believe it can, that no 
overllowage has been caused tty the dam, 
aud 
that 
no considerable 
tract 
of 
country 
would 
be 
drained 
by 
its 
removal, then the complaint of the peti­ 
tioners would be shown to have no foun­ 
dation, and whatever unusual sickness 
there may be in this region, if any be 
proven, could not bo attributed to this 
cause. 
In the hope to reach the facts in the case 
in the most expeditious and just manner, 
this Board would recommend, both to your 
selves and to the petitioners, that such sur­ 
vey be iiad. 
in referring to the height of the dam, 
will you kindly explain to me what are the 
measurements in taking the height of a 
dam, and also what we are to understand 
by a head ol water as to height. 
The Board will be glad to receive any 
communication you may be pleased to make 
them on this subject.

We found, as we thought, an utter ig­ 
noring of the sanitary part of the . investi­ 
gation. but a determination to investigate 
our legal rights to maintain a dam, and the 
extent that we damaged land by doing so. 
And when we learned alter the meeting of 
the Board at Watertown, that the Secreta­ 
ry had gone oat of his way a number of 
miles to examine one of the main wit­ 
nesses, that the swamp land owners de­ 
pend on in a suit for flowage against us (lf 
they determine to commence one), and 
that another member of the Board had 
applied to an eminent engineer to survey 
the dam and the country above it for a 
number of miles, and that tho doiogs of 
the Board were being noticed in the press 
to the injury of our property, we thought 
Hour privilege to give fact9 to the public 
through the press. 
We would say in conclusion, that we 
have confidence in the integrity and good 
sense of a majority of the members of the 
State Board of Health, and that if the line 
of investigation of complaints made against 
our dam has been duly considered by 
them, we should have nothing to complain 
of.
